The Vice Presidential 
Place. 


The question of the vice presidential place on the national ticket 
to be nominated by the democrats at St, Louis this year is again com- 
manding some attention at the hands of the political gossips at Wash- 
ington. 


The Xew York Press correspondent at the capital beiieves he has 
discovered the fact that the president is now anjiioug to have Mr. 
Marshall on the ticket with him a^ain, and that his political lieuten- 
ants have been given orders to cease the talk of shelving the Indiana 
man for another vice presidential candidate at St. Louis. 


It will be recalled that a few weeks ago some commotion was 
caused bj' nimors that in deference to custom and precedent and un- 
written law a new vice presidential nominee would be chosen this 
yeai-, and that a rather ambitious boom was launched for Senator 
Lewis, of Illinois, in this connection. Whereat Mr. Marshall was not 
at all disturbed. He could not be provoked into panic. In fact, he 
said nothing at all, but his friends let it be known there would be no 
scramble on Mr. Marshall's pert. 
If rononiination came, well and 
good. Tf not, also well and good. There would be no sore spots 
either to place on exhibition or to nurse privatcl^^ 


Now the gossip has it that the exigencies of the democratic sit- 
uation in Indiana are responsible for the change in attitude, and that 
it is believed in administration circles that Mr. Marshall's presence on 
the ticket is necessary to insure Indiana to the democrats this year. 
As a matter of fact, there has never been substantial evidence that 
the president has been displeased with Mr. Marshall as an official as- 
sociate, or that he desired another running mate on the ticket this 
year. All of this sort of thing has doubtless been the work of friends 
of other ambitious aspirants to whom the wish A\as father to the 
thought. The president is to all intents and purposes entirely satis- 
fied with Mr. Marshall, as is also the country at large. There is not 
at this time, and there never has been, any serious demand for the 
displacement of Mr. Marshall from the vice presidential place on the 
ticket. 


That the public's memory is seldom a long one, and that men arc 
Koon forgotten when they leave the center of public activities is again 
iUnstrated in the ca«e of Col. W. P. Hepburn, whose death at Clai-in- 
da, Iowa, occurred Monday. Recently Mr. Hepburn had dropped al- 
most completely from public attention, yet it is but a few short years 
aga—during the Roosevelt administration, in fact—that as a con- 
gressional leader he was re^sponsible for three epoch-marking laws- 
the Hepburn act prohibiting rebates and discrimination by railroads, 
the pure food act and the public health act—drafted by Mr. Hepburn 
himself. But Mr. Hepburn retired from congress and new leaders 
came to the fore. Yet even with the public propensity to forget it is 
Btrange that a stalwart national figure so recently commandingly 
conspicuous could so quickly drop from public sight as did this 
gifted son of Iowa. 


Citing one striking demonstration of how a congressman's wife 
may aid her husband in his campaign for re-election, a Washington 
correspondent notes that the wife of Representative Cullop, of Indi- 
ana, has just prepared and mailed into Mr. Cullop's district 24,000 
copies of a circular letter designed to show why her husband should 
be returned to congress. As a matter of fact, a good many of the 
great and the near-great in American life owe much of their suc- 
cess to the inspiration and the labors of the wife in their behalf. It 
is only occasionally, however, that this fact comes to light or that the 
wife gets any sort of public recognition for her effort in convincing 
the people that the man she married is really as great as he is willing 
to admit. 


Mme. de Thebes, the noted French prophetess, is out with a pre- 
diction that the war will end in September. Without attaching any 
especial importance to the utterances of the seeress, you '11 be obliged 
to admit that her guess is probably as good as another's—and not 
any better.

FOSmil IS FIRM 


Number of Bankruptcies in 
1915 Shows Notable. 
Decrease. 


Berlin, Feb. 8.—A noteworthy 
de- 
crease in the number of bankruptcies 
was one of the more striking features 
of Germany's business life in 1916. 
Ac- 
cording to statistics just issued there 
-were only 4,580 bankruptcies, aB agains, 
7,738 in 1914. 
These figures are com- 
mented upon in the press as denoting 
the economic soundness of 
Germany's 
position. 


It is not generally kno^vn, but Ger- 
many has a not inconsiderable pearl 
industry, and in the 
last 100 years 
many thousands of the gems have been 
fished up out of the waters of the vari- 
ous German rivers. 


Bavaria has been the most productive 
portion of the empire. 
A total of 155,- 
880 pearls, it is estimated, were found 
there between 1814 and 1857, and the 
annual SLgfije^aiie has only decreased as 
the waters of Bavarian rivers have been 
spoiled by various industrial projects. 


The most productive river has always 
been the Elster in Saxonj', which for 
centuries has been rented to one fam- 
ily by the state. 
Year-in, year-out, av- 
erage has shown that from three to four 
pearls can be obtained from every 100 
mussels fished up, a.nd that one out of 
' every 18 pearls is of special value. 


About 500 pearls of value have been 
taken from the Elster by the family in 
(juc-'^tion in the last de.iade, the summer 
of 1915 beinfj the most productive, with 
47 . «rood examples.

During the early stages of tho strike 
business in Fort Wayne was also affect- 
ed. 
Many people refused to ride the 
cars and for a time they were operated 
at a loss. 
When

weather cami, 
however, the cars were more generously 
patronized, until now business, accord- 
ing to traction oflicials, is almost back 
to normal. The strike also affected the 
lighting department of the traction com- 
pany and over a thousand meters in pri- 
vate residences were c»rdered taken out 
by those in sympathy with the carmen. 
While much of this business never will 
be regained, traction officials declare 
that they are already getting back some 
of their old customers, besides consider- 
able new business.

of the newspapers. The lessened strain 
was reflected instantly on tho bourse, 
which showed greater strength in Amer- 
ican securities than at any time for a 
week. 
Practically every newspaper in 
Germany has reprinted the interview 
given by Under Secretary of State Zim- 
mermann to the Associated l\ess. The 
Kreuz Zeitimg, commenting upon it, en- 
ergetically contests statements of the 
American authorities as printed in tlie 
Frankfurter Zeitung to tlie etfeet that 
the solution of the crisis is now mprely 
a matter of form, since America is not 
opposed to submarine warfare. The 
newspaper declares "it is rather a mat- 
ter of a sharp |)08itive difference of 
opinion which appears to bo uabridge- 
able." It adds that the German people 
unanimously approve Herr Zimmerman's 
stand and, with regard to the charactcr 
of the latest German proposals, and 
Ivreuz Zeitung expresses the belief that 
they contain something further than the 
agreement to meet American stands for 
indemnification.

He points out thkt a break In a 
two-foot pipe that connects the sewers 
with the pumps Sunday, Jan. SO, calised

pumps and 
water 
backed into cellars because the lake and 
lagoons had already been flooded and af- 
forded no relief. 
The pumps were idle 
that day above ten hours and the con- 
tinuous rains caused the sftght flood that 
occurred. 
Street and Sewer Superintend- 
ent Herman Strodel has been given the 
valve keys and will hereafter control the 
situation.

The general education board has ap-

The improvement of rural education 
in Anterica depends on the consolida- 
tion of ruial schools more than on any 
other single thing. 
A difTiculty arises, 
however, because \vhen five or six one- 
room schools are brought together the 
little villages and the open country do 
not 
afford satisfactory 
homes for so 
many teachers. 
In consequence, teaeh- 
ers who would otherwise bp willing to 
teach in rural schools are driven to seek 
positions in towns. 
The general educa- 
tion board is to try an experiment for 
the purpose of solving this problem. The 
board proposes to co-operate with the 
authorities of consolidated rural schools 
so as to build a comfortable home, ad- 
ioining a school, for the principal and 
teachers, and they hope that this home 
V'ill simultaneously serve as a labora- 
tory for the teaching of good house- 
keeping to the girls in the school. The

STUDY BÏ-PIIOOUCTS 
or lUMBmiiDusTiiy 


Government Seeks to Aid in 
Preventing Vast 
Waste. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 8.—Waste in 


the 
logging 
industry 
in the United 


States amounts to 15 to 20 per cent, of 
the timber cut, or about a billion and a 
half cubic feet of wood annually. Saw- 
mill waste also amounts to several bil- 
lion cubic feet of wood, although not all 
of it is absolute waste. 
A bulletin on 
the subject of lumber by-products just 
issued by the bureau of domestic com- 
merce, department of commerce, makes 
the claim that only 320 feet of lumber 
is used for each 1,000 feet that stood in 
the forest. 


It was the prodigious waste of Amer- 
ican forest resources that led the bm • 
eau of foreign and domestic commeroo 
to plan a thorough study of the meth- 
ods of utilizing the waste products of 
the lumber iixdustry, here in the United 
States and in those Kin'opean countries 
that have made the most distinct pro- 
gress in this line. 
In the older and 
more thickly 
settled countries of the 
old world necessity led to a careful util- 
isation of the forests many years before 
the subject was seriously discussed in 
this country. 
And in these older coun- 
tries many methods have been worked 
out that 
should b« of value in this 
country now that the old-tinio wasteful 
methods have been brought into dis- 
repute. The plan was to have the Amer- 
ican industrv profit as much as possible 
by the hard-earned 
experience of the 
older countries. 


Unfortunately the war upset the plan 
completely,, and there is no immediate 
prospect of making the proposed inves- 
tigation. 
But as the bureau had al- 
ready engaged Prof. H. i^. Benson, a 
well-known a"lithority on tiie subject, it 
was decided to go ahead and make a 
study of the industry in this country. 
The bulletin just issued is the result of 
this study, 
i t gives a definite idea of 
how far the manufacture of lumber by- 
products have been dcA^eloped in this 
country, how far it may reasonably be 
expected to develop in the fiiture, and 
just what some of the problems are that 
confront the industry. 


There is a compiete 
review of the 
Avood-distillation industries, the manu- 
facture of. tannin extract, the manufac- 
ture of the various kinds of wood pulp 
used in the paper industry, the produc- 
tion of etiiyl alcohol from sawdust, the 
manufacture of profhicer gas, and a 
number of other minor products. The 
extent to winch these industries are 
earrfed on is outlined^ : and in cases 
where an industry iiT not. proaperiuK «

Import and export sta- 
tistics arc included when available. 


The atuuial production of woo<l pulf. 
in the United States is valued at ovei 
$80.000,000. 
Sulphite-pulp 
makers are 
considerably interested in the possible 
utilization of the sulphite waste liquor 
for the recovery of .sulphur or othei 
prolitable utilization. 
This would re- 
sult in a lowering of the cost of sul- 
phite pulp. 
The manufactm'c of kraft 
))ulp is also becoming well established, 
and is bringing about the utilization of 
cheaper wood. 


The utilization of wood for the minor 
processes described in this report is not 
extensive. 
The manufacture of alcohol 
from sawdust has hardly passed the ex- 
perimental 
stage, 
although 
technical 
men are optimistic as to the ultimate 
success of the process. One of the most 
interesting possibilities lies in the use 
of hydrolyzed 
sawdust as a carbohy- 
drate cattle food. The use of wood for 
producer gas deserves more extended in- 
troduction 
in industrial 
plants. 
The 
manufacture of plastics 
from 
wood 
is still enveloped in secrecy, and, like 
the maimfacture of wood flour, has ap- 
parently 
been 
developed to a much 
greater extent in European countries.

ours. The first is that the critical and 
even hostile attitude of the American 


navy towards British sea power, as well 
as the theories on which it is based, is 
almost as old as the American nation 
itself. 
Our last war with th« United 


States arose out of what was regarded 
by America as an abuse of our policy 
i>n sea. We have forgotten the details, 
but the United States has not, and both 
then and now the United States gov- 
ernment regards itself as the champion 
of neutral rights. It U impossible to 
exaggerate the influence of these his- 
toric facts on American policy." 


The Guardian declares that the con- 


troversy touches one of the strong cur- 
rents of American history with which 
Great Britain must deal and that while 
there is little conservatism among the 
people, in no other country in the world 
is the force of tradition and conduct of

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The Vice Presidential Place. 


The question of the victe presidential place on the national ticket 


to be nominated by the democrats at St. Louis this yeai- is again com- 
manding some attention at the hands of the political gossips at "Wash, 
ington. 


The New York Press correspondent at the capital believes he has 


discovered the fact that, the president is now anxious to have Mr. 
Marshall on the'ticket with him again, and that his political lieuten- 
ants have been given cixlers to cease the talk of shelving the Indiana 
naan for another vice presidential candidate at St. Louis. 


It will be recalled that a i!cw weeks ago some commotion was 


caused by rumors that in deference to custom and precedent and un- 
written law a new vice presidential nominee would be chosen this 
yeai-, and that a rather ambitious boom was launched for Senator 
Lewis, of Illinois, in this connection. Whereat Mr. Marshall was no.t 
at all disturbed. He could not be provoked into puna*. In fact, he 
said nothing at all, hut his friends let it he known there would be no 
scramble on Mr. Marshall's part. ]f renornination came, well and 
good. If not, also well and good. There would be no sore spots 
.cither to place on exhibition or to nurse privately. 


Now the gossip has it that the exigencies of the democratic sit- 


uation in Indiana are responsible for the change in attitude, and that 
it is believed in administration circles that Mr. Marshall's-presence on 
the ticket is necessary to insure Indiana to the democrats this year. 
As a matter of fact, there has never been substantial evidence that 
the president has been displeased with Mr. Marshall as an official as- 
sociate, or that he desired another running mate on the ticket this 
year. All of this sort of thing has doubtless been the work of friends 
of other ambitious aspirants to whom the wish was father to the 
thought. The president is to all intents and purposes entirely satis- 
fied with Mr. Marshall, as is also the country at large. There is not 
at this tune, and there never has been, any serious demand for the 
displacement of Mr. Marshall from the -vice presidential place on the 
ticket.

Number of Bankruptcies in 


1915 Shows Notable 


Decrease. 


Berlin, Fob. 8.—A noteworthy 
de- 


crease in the number of bankruptcies 
was one of the more striking features 
of Germany's businew life in 1015. Ac- 
cording to statistics just issued there 
were only 4,580 bankruptcies, u *.gains. 
7,738 in 1914. These fljrurei are com 
mcnted upon in the press as denoting 
the economic soundness of Germany's 
position. 


It is not generally known, but .Ger- 


many has a not inconsiderabla pearl 
industry, and in the 
last 100 years 


many thousands of the gems have been 
fished up out of tha waters of the vari- 
ous German rivers. 


Bavaria has been the most productive 


portion.of the empire. A total of 155,- 
S80 pearls, it is estimated, were found 
there between 1814 and 1857, and the 
annual aggregate has only decreased 'as 
tho waters of Bavarian rivers have been 
spoiled by various industrial projects. 


The most productive river has always 


been the Elster in Saxony, which for 
centuries has been rented to 'ona fam. 
ily by the state. Year-in, year-out, av- 
erage has shown that from three to four 
pearls can be obtained from every 10( 
mussels .fished up, and that one out o: 
very 18 pearls is of special value. 
About 500 pearls of value have been 


a.ken from the Elster by the family in 
uestion in the last decade, the summer

The general education board lias ap- 


propriated .$25,000 to assist consolidated 
rural schools in building homes for prin- 
cipals and teachets iti connection with 
the schools. 


The improvement of rural education 


in America depends on ^the Consolida- 
tion of rural schools more than on any 
other single thing. 
A difficulty arises. 


however, because wlien five or six one: 


room schools ..arc ^brought together the 
little villages and the open country do 
not afford 
satisfactory 
homes for so 


many teachers. In consequence, teach- 
ers who would otherwise l)e willing to 
teach in rural schools are driven to seek 
positions in towns. The general educa- 
tion board is to try ah experiment for 
the purpose of solving this problem. Thc 
board proposes to co-operate with the 
authorities of consolidated rural schools 
so as to build a comfortable home, ad- 
joining a school, for the principal and 
leadhe.rs, and they hope that this home 
will simultaneously sc.rve as a labora- 
tory for the teaching of good house1 
keeping to the girls in the school. The 
first experiments will probably be made 
in the northwest, ••vVhere the consoli-

Washington, D. C.,'Feb.'8.—Waste in 


the logging industry in the United 
States amounts to Hi to 20 per cent, of 
the timber cut, or about-a billion and a 
half'cubic feet of wood annually. Saw- 
mill waste also amounts to several bil- 
lion cubic feet of wood, although not all 
of it is absolute waste. A bulletin on 
the subject of lumber by-pioducts just 
issued by the buriau of'domestic com- 
merce, department o? commerce, makes 
the claim that only J20 feet of lumber 
is used for each 1:,000 feet that stood in 
the forest. 
. It was the prodigious waste of Amer- 
ican forest resources that led the bur- 
eau of'foreign and domestic commerce 
to plan a thorough study of the meth- 
ods of utilizing the waste products of 
the lumber industry, here in the United 
States and in those European countries 
that have made the most distinct pro 
gi'ess in this line. 
In the Older and 


more thickly settled. countries of the 
old world necessity led to' a careful util- 
ization of the forests, many years before 
the subject was seriously discussed in 
thi? country. 
And in these older coun- 


tries, many methods have been workei 
out that 
should be of value in tllis 


country now that the outline wastcfii 
methods have been brought into dis 
repute. The plan was to have the Amer- 
ican induslrv profit as much as possible 
Tjy- the hard-earned experience of the 
older countries,

Unfortunately the war upset the plan
